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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-4 in the reply filed on 
01/16/2008 is acknowledged. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because there is no labels in the drawings 
associated with the numbers. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Turner et 
al (US 2040095098) in view of Sato et al (US 5764,496) . 

As to claim 1, Turner teaches a power supply including: a supply rail (see fig. 1, 
number 109, col. 3, lines 57-67, col. 4, lines 1-2) that provides a supply current of up to 
a predetermined current limit to a load that draws a load current; and a super-capacitive 
device (see fig. 1, number 113, col. 3, lines 57-67, col. 4, lines 1-14) connected in 
parallel with the supply rail or the load. Turner fails to teach allowing the load current to 
temporarily exceed the predetermined current limit while maintaining the supply current 
at less than the predetermined current limit. Sato teaches allowing the load current to 
temporarily exceed the predetermined current limit while maintaining the supply current 
at less than the predetermined current limit (see col. 3, lines 61-67, col. 4, lines 1-19). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the teaching of Sato into the system of Turner in order to 
supply high frequency power to a load circuit. 

3. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Turner et al (US 2040095098) in view of Sato et al (US 5764,496) further in view of 
O'Brien (US 6.836.098) . 
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As to claims 2-4, the combination of Turner and Sato fails to teach wherein the 
super-capacitive device has an effective capacitance of at least 10% for a 0.03 msec 
pulse; 35% for a 1 msec pulse and 55% for a 10 msec pulse. O'Brien teaches wherein 
the super-capacitive device has an effective capacitance of 10-25 percent (see col. 3, 
lines 25-37). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to provide the teaching of O'Brien into the system of 
Turner and Sato in order to provide an improved method and apparatus for rapidly 
charging a rechargeable battery. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Turner et al (US 20030169022) teaches power supply. 

Desprez et al (US 20030020435) teaches super-capacitor balancing method and 
system. 

Gimlan (US 6,936,994) teaches electrostatic energy generators and use of same. 
Yoshida (US 6,301,131) teaches DC power supply circuit. 
Gaudreau et al (US 6,043,636) teaches voltage transient sppression.
